Greene also is a Seih 
the killing of a photo processing 
shop owner in Pampa, Texas, 
and the killings of two conve- 
nience store clerks in Garden 
City, Kan., said Carter County 
District Attorney-Gary Henry, + 

“There is physical evidence 
linking all of the murders,” 
said police Capt. Ron Rardin: of 
Garden City. “I can’t say much 
more than that, but the evi- 
dence points that way.”
